Our Debt To Wash ington 
By Jam es Thrasher 
Perh aps th ere are too m any marble busts and 
equestrian statues of George W ash ington. 
He h as 
become too much of a name and an 
image to be 
revered impersonally and th en forgotten ex cept, wh en 
h e is occasionally quoted, with out too m uch regard 
for literal accuracy , on th e subject of entangling 
alliances. 
Lincoln seems likely to replace h im as th e great 
national h ero—Lincoln, more h um an in h is greatness 
and less rpmote in warm th as well as in time 
And 
of W ash ington's contemporaries, th e 
brilliant and 
versatile Jefferson h as lately arisen to capture th e 
public fancy . 
W ash ington was neith er brilliant nor of engaging 
personality . He was reserved and a trifle slow. But 
th ough h e may not inspire today ’s poets and play ­ 
wrigh ts, h e was. from th e Revolution’s end to h is 
death , th e object of th e greatest adultation ever 
accorded an American leader 
It Ls worth remembering, in an era wh en dictator­ 
sh ip h as been th e world fash ion, h ow wisely and 
modestly W ash ington bore th at adultation It is worth 
remembering, too, h ow well h e deserved it. 
W ash ington faced th e gravest problems th at ever 
beset an American leader in war or peace Th e nation 
wh ich h e led th rough its longest war was nominally 
united, but really divided and impoverish ed and un­ 
governed 
Its Congress was powerless to do more 
th an advise th e states. Its army was dispirited, badly 
equipped, and at timws faced with actual starvation. 
W ash ington h ad to divide h is time between rally ­ 
ing h is forces to stay with h im. planning and leading 
th eir campaigns, and constantly begging and bludge­ 
oning th e states to provide food and money to avert 
th e total defeat wh ich at times was only day s or h ours 
away . He h ad to contend with treasonable disloy alty 
among h is officers, and wh at are now known as fifth 
columnists among h is country men. 
Victory emerged from th ese surroundings ch iefly 
because of W ash ington's capacity for courage, re­ 
sourcefulness. compassion, steadfastness and h umility 
His presidency was marked by th e sam e qualities 
Th ere was noth ing mercurial about h is statesm an­ 
sh ip—h e was a farm er by first ch oice, a soldier by 
second, and a statesm an by necessity —but it was 
molded by common sense, h ard work and an unim ­ 
peach able code of eth ics.

Th ey migh t be more so 
If we both ered to make W ash ington’s reacquaintance 
His Farewell Address Is worth reading again for its

Fixty-two farm ers 
planned 
to 
ronserve so il and water 
on 
their 
farms in 19 44. b ringing the total of 
col serration farm s planned to 120 
i n the last two years, It was report­ 
ed today b y the Colu mb iana Soil 
Co nserv atio n district. 
These farm ers are increasing their 
yields b y b etter rotations on over 
5,700 acres of contou r strip crops 
and 56.000 feet of diversion terraces, 
plu s the proper application of lime 
and fertilizer on over 6.000 acres. 
Every township in the cou nty is 
represented b v farm ers who have 
estab lished these practices. 
In addition to the farm s plan­ 
ned. 50 farm ers are now in the pro­ 
cess cf Completing their farm plans, 
and applications have b een received 
from another 100 farm ers for work 
this spring.'’ said John Baker, con- 
f. rvationist with the Soil Conserva­ 
tion service which is 
cooperating 
with the farmers. 
Hay s L« -Chairman 
App’ications are coming to ou r 
office everv day." Baker added, “b e­ 
cau se farm ers now realize that they 
can save seme of the w ater which 
wa*> previou sly lost with their val­ 
u ab le too soil. 
Many farm ers are 
saving fu el and lab or b y farming 
on the level.’’ 
The Soil Conservation district has 
teen directed 
b y a b oard of five 
su pervisors with W. J. Hays of H an- 
overton as chairm an. 
Their 19 44 
program which cooperated with all 
other farm organizations assisted 
260 farmers on 13 farm tou rs where 
the su ccess of conservation farm ing 
was ob served first hand. 
Forty-two farm ers received spe­ 
cial training in laving ou t contou r 
strip cropping systems. 
Many of 
these have helped their neighb ors 
b y trading work. The farm m achin­ 
ery dealers dem onstrated the b u ild­ 
ing of diversions on nine different 
farms.
